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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election without traverse of Group I, Embodiment 1, drawn to Figures 
1 through 6 in the reply filed on February 12, 2007 is acknowledged. 

Claims 4 through 9 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on February 12, 
2007. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-3 and 10-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated 
by Tanaka et al. U.S. Patent Application US 2002/0055692 A1. 

See Figures 1 and 8, for example. 
Claim 1 sets forth: "A projection device which, projects images on a screen (S), 
comprising: 

a projection unit (display means 40) which projects images on the screen based 
on provided image data; 

storing units (storage means 10 and 81 ) which store data for generating template 
images that have shapes set beforehand, and 
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a control unit (display control means 60) which obtains data for generating 
template images (See multiple templates illustrated in Fig. 8) from said storing units 
(storage means 10 and 81), provides the generated image data based on the obtained 
data to said projection unit (display means 40), and projects the template images to said 
projection unit (display means 40). 

With respect to claims 2 and 3, again refer to Figure 8. The device shown by '692 
A1 makes use of raster pattern matching. See sections [0057], [0061], and [0087]. 

Also see sections [0105] through [01 10]. 

Claims 1 1 through 13 are met for the same reasons already applied above. 
Furthermore see the embodiment of Figure 5 wherein information output means 70 is 
used in the receiving and sending of data as required by claims 1 1 and 12. Also see 
section [0080]. 

With respect to claim 13, the extraction of data is discussed in section [0060] and 
[0094]. Also see the continuing teaching of shape data extracting means 13 in sections 
[0104] and [0105]. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
